There was a time when I believe that we could approach tliis by asking the traditional 
lawyers' quo.-tion, "cui bono?" but v>lien I gave tliat furtlier thought it became obvious that 
ther- were just too Many'~Sa^fcaE^^w)io eouln luive seen benefit to tlieir interest in getting 
rid* of Ke.uiedy or wliat tliat made automatic, having Johnson replace him. I think the 
question should always be asked, though. 

I'll be gjld to answer those of your ^ plural ) questions I can. Perhaps it would be 
less work for ue~and better for the three of you if you pooj) your questions. 

I strongly urge tliat you read the bowks in the order of their appear^ nice , with one 
exception: first read wliat will later mean more if you mad it again, the transcript of 
the Warren Commission executive session of January 22 , 1964, beginning on page 475 of 
P.jst Mortem - the last book. I think it will help to begin with tliis perspective the 
Commission provided in the belief tliat no devil loving scripture would ever see it. It 
was classified Top Secret improperly.
